Director  Schaub  was  particularly  impressed  with  the  state's  one-variety 
community  system,  its  participation . in  the  Smith-Doxey  classing  service,  the 
quality  of  New  Mexico  gins,  and  cotton  farmers'  progressive  practices.  "We 
could  use  some  farmers  of  that  type  at  home,"  he  said. 

Director  Schaub  met  with  A.  B.  Fite,  H.  L.  Hildwein,  and  John  T,  Stovall, 
of  the  Extension  Service*  Dr.  G.  N.  Stroman  and  Glen  Staten,  of  A  &  M's 
Experiment  Station;  and  A,  R,  Leding,  head  of  the  USDA  field  station  at  State 
College. 

CONSERVATION  BUILDS  DSBACA  RANCH 

Conservation  practices  have  increased  the  value  of  his  ranch  by  more  than 
a  third,  according  to  Elbert  Overton,  chairman  of  the  DeBaca  County  Soil 
Conservation  District  board  of  supervisors. 

Mr.  Overton  has  built  more  than  400  diversion  dams,  contour-furrowed  250 
acres,  and  increased  the  number  of  his  wells  and  stock  tanks.    He  has  also 
rearranged  his  pastures  so  that  he  can  follow  a  rotation  system  of  grazing,

OPT  READY  TO  ACCEPT  APPLICATION'S  FOR  NEW  TRUCKS 

With  35,704  light  trucks  scheduled  for  production  in  1945,  the  Office  of 
Defense  Transportation  is  now  ready  to  accept  applications,  0,  V.  Hemphill, 
chairman  of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  said  today. 

Farmers    and  ranchers  interested  in  applying  for  new  trucks  can  get  the 
necessary  forms  in  their  county  AAA  office. 

"According  to  the  production  schedule,  17,756  light  trucks  are  to  be  pro- 
duced during  the  first  half  of  this  year,"  Mr.  Hemphill  said.  "Approximately 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  new  trucks  will  go  to  agricultural  applicants. " 

SEED  FOR  FIGHTERS 

When  the  United  States  ships  20,000  tons  of  seeds  to  the  Russians  for 
spring  planting,  the  means  of  producing  food  that  would  fill  thousands  of  ships 
will  be  supplied  in  the  space  of  about  two  cargo  ships. 

Behind  this  seed  shipment  is  the  story  of  an  important  war-time  adjustment. 
In  pre-war  days  the  U.  S.  was  a  seed  importer,  producing  only  a  fraction  of 
the  seed  required  to  sow  American  crops.    Nov,/  we  are  exporting  to  our  fighting 
allies  as  well  as  supplying  our  own  requirements.

Contracts  rail  be  available  at  a  later  date  to  all  cotton  producers: 
share  croppers,  tenants,  and  owners,  v/ho  should  make  applications  through 
County  AAA    offices,    A  farmer  must  complete  his  contract  prior  to  his  earliest 
planting  date  or  a  date  set  by  FCIC  for  his  area,  whichever  is  earlier.  Before 
a  farmer  may  obtain  insurance,  a  minimum  of  50  applications  or  applications 
from  a  third  of  the  cotton  farms  in  the  county,  whichever  is  smaller,  are 
required.
